Delaware River Is Falling. 
; aston, Pa., Oct. 11.-—The Delaware river. 
‘began to recede about midnight and con- 
“tinues to fall rapidly. The Lehigh and the 
Bushkill are still backed up for miles, and 
along their banks is flooded. In 
Waston and towns up and down the Dela- 
ware fit will take millions to replace bridges 
and repair the damage. Only one bridge 
from the headwaters of the Delaware to 
Baston is standing. The Jersey Central 
bridge is seriously damaged, and at least 
‘three spans will have to be replaced. 
Mayor Lehr directed a relief corps com- 
, posed of policemen, national guardsmen,and 
citizens, that rescued hundreds of flood 
bound people along the Lehigh river. The 
refugees are housed in the city guard armory. 
. The West Easton industries are still sub- 


gherged, as are also the gas andelectric light 


and power plant. The city light station is 
the only one in operation. Services were 
held in only four of the churches tonight. 


Food Scarce in Burlington. 


Burlington; N. J., Oct. 11.—Four-fifths of 


this town is under water from the flood in 
the Delaware river. The highest point of 
the town is only three feet above the flood, 
and the river is still rising. The southern 
section of the town is flooded to a depth of 
from two to six feet, and much of the sur- 
rounding country is under water. In East 


'* Burlington it is estimated that 90 per cent 


of the houses are inundated. 

Many families are in want of food, and

the last thin@ that can be from 
frugal, thrifty Germany.” 

Dr. White will visit his brother-in-law, 
Prof. Thomas Jenkinson, and President W. 
R. Harper of the University of Chicago be- 
fore his return tomorrow.

NEW SPOTS FOUND ON THE SUN. 


Government Photographs Show Re- 
markable Changes on Surface— _ 
Vast Area Disturbed. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 11.—[Special.}— 
Two photographs of the spots on the sun, 
taken on Oct. 5 and 7 for the naval ob- 
servatory, show a great group of spots, the 
largest observed for years. The cloudy 
weather made it impossible to take further 
photographs. The group is sufficiently large 
to be seen with the naked eye protected by 
smoked glass. It is estimated roughly that 
the disturbed area of the sun’s surface is 
about 110,000 miles long and 50,000 miles 
wide, with a total area 555,000,000 square 
miles. The photograph first taken showed a 
group of spots in the eastern limit of the 
north latitude. At that time part of he 
enormous group had not come into view, and 
one of the spots appeared like a large notch 
on the edge of the sun. On Oct. 7, however, 
this group had come plainly into view and 
was seen to be composed of About a dozen 
separate spots, some of them large and in 
close conjunction with each other.

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Wisconsin Corn and Potatoes. 

Special inquiriés were sent out from this 
office Oct. 1 as to the respective condition of 
corn and potatoes, corn having . suffered 
severely in a large part of the state from 
severe frosts, while it was yet in an imma- 
ture state, and potatoes being reported as 
rotting more or less in all sections. 

In making our report upon the corn crop 
we divide the state into two districts, the first 
including what may be considered the corn 
belt of the state, and including Columbia, 
Crawford, Dane, Dodge, Grant, Green, Iowa, 
Jefferson, Lafayette, Milwaukee, Ozaukee, 
Racine, Richland, Rock, Sauk, Walworth, 
Washington, and Waukesha counties, which 
in 1900 had 989,781 acres of corn and produced 
85,398,760 bushels of grain, and the second 
district contains the remainder of the state; 
which in 1900 had 557,698 acres of corn, pro- 
the 
first mentioned district the percentage of 
crop, upon basis of 100, is 87 per cent, and in 
the latter district 60 per cent. The differ- 
ence in the quality of crop would undoubted- 
ly be greater than the figures here given. 

In 1900 there were 256,981 acres of potatoes 
in the state, producing 24,641,498 bushels. 

Of this acreage Portage, Waupaca, and 
Waushara ‘counties had 70,282 acres and 
raised 5,456,635 bushels of potatoes, one- 
fourth the entire crop of the state. 

These counties now report the prospective 
yield at 72 per cent of a full crop. 

The counties of Adams, Columbia, Dunn, 
Juneau, Marathon, Milwaukee, Sauk, and 
1900, had an acreage of 
more than 5,000, th an aggregate 
5,672,293 bushels. 

These counties now report an estimated 
yield of 44 per cent of a full crop, and the re- 
mainder of the state 50 per cent. 

Considerable uncertainty exists as to the 


extent to which rotting may continue, the 


present warm wet weather being unfavor- 
able for the crop.—John M. True, secretary 
of agriculture. 


Corn Silage for Milk Cows. 

The value of corn silage for dairy cows has 
been thorougbly tested by dairy feeders and 
by experiment stations. The stations have 
ted silage along with fodder and green corn 
from the field. 

Of this the Wisconsin station says that 
14,262 pounds of green fodder corn fed to 
dairy cows, with a stated ration of hay and 
grain, made 7,688 pounds of milk. The same 
ration of.silage fed with the same quantity 
of hay and grain made 8,575 pounds of milk. 

The same quantities of green fodder corn 
fed to cows as of silage, with similar quan- 
tities of grain, made for the fodder 318 pounds 
of butter fat, while the silage made from the 
— quantity of corn made 340 pounds of 
at. 

At the Vermont station silage made 11 per 
cent more milk than an equal quantity of fod- 
der corn, and at the Wisconsin station the 
advantage was equal to5 per cent of milk and 
6 per cent of fats.—New. York Farmer. 


Burning Straw and Fertility. 

When Walking through the corn field in the 
Webb-Shaw farm we noticed that one part 
of the field in which fodder corn was growing 
the corn was between six and seven feet 
Not more than two rods from that 


particular place, on either side, the corn 


Was not more than three feet high in the 


same rows. Notwithstanding this difference, 
the corn in these rows was planted the same 
day and drilled in in the same way, the culti- 
vation given was the same, and yet there 
was a difference of more than three feet and 


a half in the height of the corn. 


The explanation of this difference was 


found itn the fact that’ where the corn was 


six and one-half feet high an old straw stack 
had been burned, the mineral constituents of 
which were furnishing nutriment for the corn. 
In the same field of corn were several patches 
where the contrast was quite as great as that 
mentioned above. 

The same evening on looking eastward 
from the farm, just as the shadows of night 
were drawing on, we noticed a bright flame 
looming*tup skyward and probably not more 
than three or four miles distant. It was the 
light of a burning straw stack which probably 
had been thrashed but a day or two pre- 
viously. In different directions other straw 
stacks could be’ seen thrashed out in the 
field and evidently awaiting the same end. 

That such a practice should continue fn 4 
country where the farme are owned by in- 
telligent men is to us something unexplaina- 
ble. We cannot understand it. If {t was a 
fact that straw turned into manure did actu- 


ally injure the soll and hinder its productive- | 


ness then we could understand why it would 

be a proper thing thus to destroy it, but with \ 
the evidence before us of great value of the 

fertilizer upon the land, such as that cited 

above, how can it be that straw is not mofe 

prized by those who till the land? 

Once again we raise our voice against 
making such a use of straw in this north- 
west. Once again we desire to call attention 
to the value of these ingredients in helping 
to furnish manure, if indeed it is not put to 
any better use. In addition, however, to the 
fertility which may thus be obtained from 
it, its feeding value is considerable. We 
have not burned any straw on our farm. 
Where old straw stacks lodged on it, or were 
put upon it before we came into actual! pos-. 
session of the same, we had them drawn into 
the yard and turned into fertilizer. The 
farmers who persist in burning fertility in 
the vow referred to will pay the penalty of 
so doing, or if they do not, those who till the 
land after them will assuredly do so. |

The tota) gluten in the macaroni flour is 12 | 


per cent, which is about one-fifth higher than 
the average. of good hard wheat flour. 

From 60 to 65 per cent of the total gluten 
should be in the form of gliadin, and in the 
macaroni wheat 61 per cent existed as gliadin 
and 39 per cent as gluten. This insures a 
dough which will hold gas well when liberat- 
ed from the yeast or baking powder and will 
rise well. Prof. Snyder of Minnesota says: 
“The most valuable wheats for bread mak- 
ing are those composed of 6@ to 65 per cent 
of gliadin and 35 to 40 per cent gluten.” 
We have just the condition in the sample of 
macaroni! flour from the Milnor mill. 

From sample of bread -recently examined 
Iam convinced that the macaroni wheat will 
produce, when properly handled, a superior 
flour, from which can be produced bread of 
good quality, of excellent flavor, and more 
highly nitrogenous than the flour now in use. 

It would not be strange if in a few years’ 
more experience millers would find macaroni 
wheat bearing the same important relation 
to the hard wheats that they formerly bore 
to the soft wheats. 

A wheat possessed of superior chemical 
qualities is bound to win for itself a place, as 
did the hard wheats when they were first 
grown.

It was only when 
there came an upset that changes could be 
contemplated and discussed. The defeat of 
the present government, and the transfer of 
the unionist party fom power to opposition 
would necesstiate an entire reshuffle of the 
cards. In such a reshuffle it was quite poe 
sible the qualities which made Mr. 
Chamberlain so formidable would become so 
apparem, while, at the same time, the weak- 
nesses of Mr. Balfour would be made so 
transparent, that the leadenship of the party 
was bound to fall from the hands of the one 
man into those of the other. For be it re- 
membered that the qualities which make a 
man an excelient leader ofa party in power— 
suavity, easy goingness, breadth of mind—are 
the qualities which make him unfit for the 
leadership of am oppoeition. The leader of an 
opposition must always be aggressve, un- 
compromising, relentless. He has no respon- 
sibility to slacken his ardor or curb his 
tongue, and no power to sweeten his temper. 
To state the case thus is to show that, for 
leader of a government, Mr. Balfour is ideal, 
and that equally for the leader of an opposi- 
tion Mr. Chamberlain is suitable above al! 
men of his present party. 
Chamberlain’s Day May Come.

THIRD VOLUME OF APPLETON’S 
“ REGIONS OF THE WORLD.” 


“Central Europe,” by Prot. Josep ‘| 
Partech, Is a Work of an Informa- : 


tive Character—Among Other Coun- 
tries Dealt With Are Those of the 

Balkan Peninsula-—He Shows How 
Their Relations Are Woven with 
Those of the Great Powers. 


“ CENTRAL BUROPE,” the third volume 
of Appleton’s series, ‘The Regions of the 
World,” is at hand. It is by Joseph Partsch, 
professor of geography in the University of 
Breslau, or rather an abridgement of his 
book, for the original work was found too 
long for publication in the English series. 

Prof. Partsch treats of that part of Europe 
included in the states of Belgium, the Neth- 
erlands, Germany, Austria, Hungary, Swit- 
zeriand, Roumania, Servia, Bulgaria, and 
Montenegro. 


though Prof. Partsch considers the group of 
states named with special reference to their 
relations with Russia on the east and France 
and Great Britain on the west. He draws 
the conclusion that upon the maintenance 
of the equilibrium of these states debends 
the peace of the entire continent. He ad- 
mits the greatness of the Russian and British 
empires—looks into the future and estimates 
their probable growth in power, foresees. 
their greed for territory, and argues that the 
course of _the world’s history warns these 
centra] European states that they must draw 
closer together and subordinate lesser divid- 
ing political interests to the greater aim of 
maintaining their independence. 

Prof. Partsch traces the migrations of Teu- 
tons, Slavs, and Poles, showing how their 
movements of populations followed the geo- 
graphical lines of the least resistance, thus 
explaining the perplexing mixture of the 
races in Germany, Austria, and Hungary. 


Not the least Interesting part of tite book /| 


is the chapter devoted to the Balkan states 
of Servia and Bulgaria—particularly of in- 
terest because of the present insurrection 
now in progress in Macedonia, which may 
lead to war with Turkey. Prof. Partsch 
traces the rise of these little states and shows 
clearly how their political relations are in- 
terwoven with the great powers In such a way 
as to make “ the Balkan question ’’ the most 
serious problem in Burope today. 

Another feature of peculiar interest at this 
time is the story of the complex evolution of 
the present Austro-Hungarian empire—an 
empire that may be split in twain by the po- 
litical events of the coming five years. 

The book contains chapters on economic 
geography, topography, soil, climate, and 
communications, and closes with a review 
of “the geographical! conditions of national 
defense.” Prof. Partsch remarks that there 
is no other part of the continent whose posi- 
tion in case a fresh military period were to 
set the world in flames would be so much 
threatened as would that of central Europe. 
He then shows Germany’s task of defending 
its 150 miles of western frontier against 
France and the menace of Russian agression 
on the east. He draws the conclusion that 
the alliance between Germany and Austria 
is the most natural guarantee of the peace 
of Europe. If they hold together their small- 
er neighbors, under the ‘protection of their 
swords, will enjoy prosperity and security. 


LAND OF THE HEATHER. 
Clifton Johnson Writes an Interesting 
Book on Scotland, 

Mr. Clifton Johnson, that enthusiastic trav- 
eler and photographer, ‘has at last reached 
Scotland. His other books have dealt with 
England, France, Ireland, and some Atlantic 
states of our own country. Now we have 
“THE LAND OF THE HEATHER”’ (the 
Macmillan company). He must have hada 
delightful tramp, wandering among the lochs 
and giens, visiting the farmhouses, exploring 
historic ground, attending the kirks on the 
‘‘Sawbath,”’ peeping inte the schoolhouses, 
and investigating all manner of life and peo- 

Readers of Ian Maclaren will be glad to 
note that Mr. Johnson started in with Drum- 
tochty, and he found it quite as quaint as 
portrayed by the novelist. Mr. Johnson tells 
how when the “ Brier Bush” stortes first 
appeared the U. P. minister at Drumtochty 
read them with great delight to the elders, 
but the latter sat silent and gloomy, unmoved 
to the end. The reading was never re- 
peated. The original of Peter Bruce pro- 
tested against the picture drawn of him, and 
hinted to Mr. Johnson that he had a mind 
to sue Dr. Watson for defamation of char- 
acter. 

“O, I ken Watson fine!” he said, “* but 
thae book are two-thirds lees.” : 

Mr. Johnson, as usual, gets close to thé 
people. He makes friends with the old, he 
ingratiates himself with the children, he 
gets them to tell him how they live, what 
they think of the outside world, and to tell 
him stories. | 

The chapter on the ways of the farm folk 
is particularly good. He brings out the 
small economies, the penuriousness, the nar- 
row views of life, the canniness of the people 
admirably. Hillocks the farmer had a bare 
and ill kept house, but the care bestowed on 
the farm itself would have been an object les- 
son to the average Yankee farmer. He hada 
number of women working on the farm. 
Their daily average wage was 15 pence. 

Old Hillocks, who was worth $50,000, be- 
moaned his poverty whenever he had for- 
eign visitors. ‘‘ You can traivela’ aroon’ the 
warld juist as you please,”’ he said, *‘ while 
I maun work on because I canna afford to 
stop.”” None of the household or employés 
used soap. When one girl bought a cake of 
the toilet variety Hillocks said: ‘** Washin’ 
haunds wi’ soap! Ye’re enough to ruin ten 
men!”’ 

Mr. Johnson visited Thrums and Edin- 
burg, the isle of Mull, and many places of 
lesser note. He took: many photographs 
which are well reproduced. 


WORLD’S CHILDREN. 
Types of Boys and Girls the Globe Over, 
by Mortimer Mempes. 

A colored picture book by Mortimer Mem- 
pes, the English artist, is becoming an annual 
event. The third so to appear is “‘ WORLD'S 
CHILDREN ” (The Macmillan company), 
which is issued in the same sumptuous style 
as the others. The chief feature is, of course, 
Mr. Mempes’ fine colored pictures, although 
the text by Miss Dorothy Mempes aiso has 
some value. 

In a series of 100 pictures the artist at- 
tempts to portray the various types of chil- 
dren the world over, English, French, Ameri-

Mr. Mempes on his travels about the globe.

There are five 
French, but the Bretons have eight all to 
themselves, and the pictures are among the 
best in the book. He is happy in his seven 
Italian types, and the eight Egyptian types 
are interesting. 

It might be imagined that there would be 
difficulty in getting differentiation in so large 
a series, but Mr. Mempes has succeeded 
and the whole list is charming in its vartety 
of countenance, temperament, mood, and 
color. Miss Mempes’ text adds to the en- 
joyment of the pictures.

LESSON NO. 69—THE CHILD'S BED- 
ROOM. 


To the mothers returning to the city with 
their young children after months of out- 
door life, sunshine, and pure air, a little word 
of precaution in the way of preparing the 
sleeping apartments of these children may 
be worth a pound of curatives later on. 

First and foremost, do you give your young 
children the sunny rooms of the house? If 
this is not the case, change things around 
at once, giving all the sunshine available ina 
city home to these growing human plants. 
Do not do as one mother did, who put her 
child in a bedroom where no sunshine ever 
touched it, because, as she said, “ the child 
is so delicate I must have her sleep near 
me. She coughs so much at night.” This, 
with satin and lace all about the child’s room 
and a big sunshiny room at the end of the 
hall used only for guests to lay their wraps 
when dining with this mother. 

This spare room fetich of ours reminds one 
of the similar one of the ‘!tokonoma’”’ of 
Japan households. This is a recess about 
four feet lomg anda fewinches wide.

A compact dressing table and chiffonier, with 
a couple of chairs, are all that is needed. This 
is for young children still under mother’s 
guidance and at the ages when all sorts of 
illnesses are apt to attack childhood. Every 
bedroom is just that much better off that has 
opening good flue, for this 
ways a means of ventilatio 

without a fire In it. 

A child should have but one thin pillow to 
sleep upon, as his head grows Straighter on 
his shoulders for this precaution. Let the 
bed clothing be warm and light of weight. 
Teach a child to sleep with only the sheet 
and his night dress about his shoulders, as 
the sooner he becomes accustomed to this the 
less liable he is to throat and head colds. The 
tight clasping of the bed clothes around the 
neck is enervating to growing children. Some 
families have the custom of locking them- 
selves into their individual rooms every 
night. Where this is the case then surely 
open the register or turn on the steam and 
the top the window furthest from 


If the doors of all bedrooms are left open 
into the hall then let the hall window do the 
ventilating for all these rooms, if possible 
and open the heaters only partly. :

In the Market Place— 


Game is a choice offering of October. 
Household Hints received a good gift last 
week in a number of recipes for ground and 
feathered game direct from the English 
cooks who manage their cooking particu- 
larly well: 

Stuffed Quails.— Bone some quails, allowing 
one for each person, and stuff with a farce 
consisting of chopped fowls’ livers, some 
truffies, a sweetbread, and some bread 
crumbs soaked in red wine. Tie each round 
with a slice of bacon fat and roast the,birds 
a golden brown and serve on fried croutons 
surrounded by a ring of Patna rice carefully 
boiled with a little saffron, and then dried 
and mixed with butter, pepper, and salt. 
Any smal! birds may be treated In this way. 

Partridges.—Bone some young partridges 
and stuff them with a farce made by chop- 
ping up the livers with a few truffles, a slice 
of bacon, some parsley, half a cooked onion, 
some pepper and salt, and some bread crumbs 
soaked in stock. Decorate the breasts with 
small strips of truffle inserted with a larder- 
ing needle in two straight rows. Tie some 
bacon fat round them and roast the birds. 
When cooked place them upright on a dish 
supporting one another and mask with peri- 
gueux sauce and garnish In between the birds 
with cockscombs, crown the dish with a 
boiled crayfish stuck on a skewer with cocks- 
combs, and surround with a ring of water 
cress. Sauce Perigueux.—Mix a glass of 
marsala into half a pint of sopaquole sauce. 
Add some slices of friend onion. Simmer 
twenty minutes or till reduced and thick. 

' Rabbits.—Young rabbits are delicious 
sauté. They should be cut up and fried a 
golden brown in plenty of butter with some 
half boiled button onions, some mushrooms, 
and a little stock added when browned suffi- 
ciently. The gravy should be thickened with

Excellent Game Pie.—Make a rich crust of 
one pound of flour, half a pound of salt but- 
ter, and the yolks of twoeggs. Mix smoothly 
with sufficient water to moisten, then butter 
a raised pie mold and line it with the paste. 
Meanwhile cut up some fillet of venison. 
which should be previously marinated in oil 
and black pepper, and joint and cut up half 
a young hare and a pheasant or partridge, 
‘if at hand. Place these with three slices of 
bacon in a stew pan with a lass of port wine, 
a teaspoonful of mushroom ketchup and 
some mixed spices. Pour over a cup of good 
bone stock and simmer for one hour. Line 
out the pie with a layer of force meat, the 
ingredients of which should include the 
hare’s liver if quite fresh, and some mush- 
rooms and truffies. Fill in the pie with the 
game, fill in the interstices with force meat, 
and strain thegravy over it. Place the pastry 
top on, not forgetting the hole in the middle, 
decorate with pastry leaves, brush with yolk 
of egg, and bake in a moderate oven for 
one hour and @ half. When cold the con- 
tents should be set in a firm jelly. 


A Woman with a Market Basket— 


Can get good parsnips in October, the 
finest coming after the first frost, say the 
green grocers, Bolled, fried, mashed, 
stewed, in fritters, and in soup, they. are 
versatile in offering foodstuffs when man- 
aged by a deft cook. 

Parsnip soup takes from two to three hours 
and from six to eight large parsnips. Scrape 
the parsnips clean, rasp up the whole roots, 
slice and add two tomatoes; fry two onions 
in butter with a mite of salt, and put them 
into two quarts of veal stock or broth; warm 
the broth with the onions in it, add the veg- 
etables, cover close and let simmer for two 
or three hours; pass the vegetables through 
a sieve, return to soup, and boil up. Beat 
up half a pint of milk with the yolks of two 
eggs and add, but do not boil up again, lest 
the soup curdie. Season with pepper and 
salt to taste. 

Parsnip fritters require from half an hour 
to an hour and a half for the preliminary 
polling of the parsnip, according to their age.

To fry parsnips boil them until tender, 
skin them, cut them in slices lengthwise of 
a quarter of an inch in thickness, fry them 
in boiling butter, beef drippings, or olive 
oil; when one side is brown turn them over 
to brown on the other;-put on a dish and 
dredge with a little pepper. Serve with fried 
or roast meat.. 


Don’t Gthe School Children Cold 
Lunches— 


Do not give school children cold lunches. 


Many a child has developed into a hopeiess 


dyspeptic by not having the proper food for 


the noonday meal, Dinner should be given 
to school children at noon, but in many 
households this is impossible. In the first 
place, do not give children fried meats or 
anything fried. 

The various cereals are nutritious and pal- 
atable if served with cream. Do not stint 
in the latter for eating or cooking purposes. 
It is easily digested and makes many in- 
expensive articles of food delicious. 

For instance, boiled hominy not only makes 
bone and muscle, but served with cream 
is delicious; it is also good eaten with beef- 
steak gravy. Cornmeal mush properly pre- 
pared is fine also. 

Eggs are geod. boiled, scrambled, and 
creamed, the latter prepared by beating the 
eggs and adding them to hot cream in the pro- 
portion of one tablespoonful of cream to 
an egg,‘ adding a smail piece of butter and 
some salt. 

Hot soups seryed with other dishes are 
acceptable. | 

Give. the children a good beefsteak oc- 
casionally. Even the top round can be made 
quite edible, and is said to contain more 
nourishment than porterhouse. Before cook- 
ing the round cut it with a sharp knife, but 
do not pound, as this toughens it. 

Salt codfish picked fine, freshened by 
washing in one or two waters and made with 
a white sauce partially made from cream, to 
which some add an egg. Baked potatoes 
served with this are Dried beef cooked 
in the same manner, s0 also the following 
viands: 

Salt codfish chowder, mutton or lamb stew, 
with tomatoes, in gravy, roast beef hash, 
fricasseed chicken, with rice and gravy. 

For corned beef hash get a piece of corned 
beef from the rump or navel. Have it well 
boiled. Take equal parts of beef and pota- 
toes, warm in skillet, add milk and gome 
cream until quite moist, season with butter 
and pepper; or, bake in oven, adding more 
milk.in this case. Have brown on top. 

Serve chicken sandwiches with hot soups. 

A simple dessert is often acceptable to chil- 
dren, such as apple sauce, prunes, bread and 
pure fruit jelly, tapioca and sago puddings, 
snow pudding, Bavarian cream, floating 
island, ete. 

Do not give children cake until something 


substantial has been taken, as it has no 


nourishing qualities. 

The bread prepared for children should be 
made from flour from which not all the nutri- 
tion has been extracted In the process of mill- 
ing. Whole wheat flour is the most nourish- 
ing. 

Spinach is a valuable vegetable, as it con- 
tains iron. 

Onions are good for malaria. 

Celery is good for the nerves. 

Tomatoes contain some of the properties 
of calomel. 

A dark shelled egg issaid to contain more 
iron than a white one. 

If you do not object to giving your children 
fried food, fry the oatmeal left over from 
breakfast, serve with maple sirup, or make 
French toast. 

Hot gingerbread is delicious for luncheon 
if you object not to the use of hot bread, and 
you can use up sour cream and milk in this 
way, for it is better made from sour than 
sweet milk. VICTORIA.

‘Drain in New York Less in Volume 
than Useal—Wholesale Dealers and 


Jobbers in Mercantile Lines Agree- 
ably Surprised at Business Done— 
Belief That Corn Crop Is Safe, Along

¢ Local bankers are commenting on the ap- 
parent lateness of the demand for currency 
from the west. The calls for shipments still 
continue below the normal as established 
in previous years.

President Forgan*of the First National 
bank of Chicago says that the movement of 
‘money for the crops is normal, and that he 
looks for no difficulty in supplying ali de- 
mands. The fact that the farmer is paying 
off his debts to manufacturers of farming 
‘machinery and others is improving the situa- 
tion, for it allows these same manufacturers 
to pay off indebtedness at the banks, and at 
the same time provides ready funds for new 
loans to the farmer.

Blue Times in Wall Street. 


A member of a Chicago commission house, 
who spenta week looking into the Wail street 
situation, returned Saturday. Concerning 
conditions in New York he said, among other 
things: 

“I found nearly every one blue and for sev- 
eral reasons. 

“"The commission houses are not carrying 

‘any quantity of stocks or bonds, and their 
business is so much reduced that it is a 
question of making expenses. In some in- 
etances expenses are not being earned, and 
as a result the brokers feel blue. 

“There is another class that is 


_ @ large quantity of bonds and stocksand who 
have been forced to sell them a sacrifice. 
Bither they have had this misfoftune or they 
are still holding stuff which they cannot sell. 
In consequence, they are blue. 

“Then there is a good deal of mystery 
gurreunding the persons of wealth 
who have been obliged to sacrifice securities, 
Some one had to part with a large block of 
Standard Oil stock. The street n't know 
whether was a prominent New Yorker or 
a prominent Philadelphian. They can’t fig- 
ure out satisfactorily which interest bas been 
hit an@ what may be expectediater on. 

“Then the street is calling prominent in- 
terests names for the disclosures in the ship- 
building deal. Thére is pessimism about how 
other combinations have been put together, 
and distrust of those who were formerly re 
garded with high favor ts general. 

“At the Waldorf-Astoria the ecene has 
been completely changed. The guest there 
can get half a dozen tables if necessary in 
the eating rooms. There is no longer a rush. 
The hotel is filled with the ordinary patron- 

* age that comes from visitors and commercial! 
interests. The old Waldorf stock market 
crowd is so greatly reduced in proportions 
as to be almost jacking. At one time it was 
a Case of a private secretary with trunks 
full of prospectuses going to the Waldorf 

- to distribute fhe same among a score of 
anxious persons waiting to be permitted to 

share in the prospective profits of the pro- 
posed underwriting. Nothing like that is 
doing now,

“ Altogether, I am convinced after my in- 
vestigations in Wall street that this year 
will not be any different from previous 
years in the mattér of the worst being likely 
to come in the month of December. For that 
reason I am contented to wait for business 
until after the turn of the year.”

[Improvement in Trade. 

General merchandise lines have been 
agreeably surprised at the improvement In 
sales during the last week. e assurance 
from every side that, the corn crop is safe 
has-had as much influence in reassuring re- 
tail merchants as any other one fact, while 
the cold weather has brought out the ne- 
cessity for immediate replenishment of 
stocks. As the selling campaign of the re- 
taller progresses it will have a favorable 
effect on the advance business for next 
spring’s delivery. 

This week's mail orders have been strong 
in kid gloves, silk, and underwear depart- 
ments. Notion novelties and accessories are 
uncommonly active at this time, retailers 
are placing their holiday orders for these 
lines, and need a good many belts and bead 
novelties for immediate selling. More lines 
of spring goods have been placed in the hands 
of the road force. . For the most part retail- 
ers are placiig good orders. This week's 
report shows the booking of satisfactory 
spring business in kid and fabric gloves, 
hosiery, and underwear... ; 

Demand for Coal Slow. 

In its weekly review of the coal trade Biack 
Diamond said: 

“‘ Weather conditions are exerting more or 
less influence on the market at the present 
time, and until Indian summer is supplanted 
by colder weather there is little prospect of 
improvement in'the demand. In the western 
mining states there continues to be:more or 
less trouble in securing sufficient cars and 
motive power to haul the coal to market, and 
this is keeping prices on a steady to firm 
basis. Transportation conditions have not 
grown worse during the last week, but, on 
the other hand, there has been little im- 
provement. They -are likely to. remain un- 


changed during the next few weeks.” 


“ Pennsylvania coals are attracting little 


‘attention at the moment, most of this busi- 
ness being confined to the great Jakes trade. 


Youghiogheny is in fair demand, but circular 
quotations are not always obtained on large 
business seeking this céal. Three-quarter 
coal is not offered in excedingly heavy sup- 
ply, owing to the absence of an active demand 
at this time. 

Prices on Lilinots coal are well main- 
tained at both the mines and at Chicago, 
Lump ranges from $2.25‘f. o. b. Chicago on 
the cheaper grades to $3.00 the higher 
grades of coal. Mine run is s€iling around 
$2.00 for Springfield coal, with the supply 
light. A better market is being experienced 
on screenings, with prices holding from $1.35 
to $1.65 f. o. b. Chicago, according to quality. 


Demand for this steam coal has been quite } 


active during the week and buyers have been 
seeking supplies in some instances, there 
being quite a contrast with the prices which 
obtained a fortnight ago, when there was a 
glut of screenings in the Chicago market.” 


Lumber Trade. | 
ps the 


A feature of the situation that helps 
trade in northern lumber is the delay which 
pertains to the delivery of southern pine. 
Dealers cannot guarantee time of delivery 
from the south, or come anywhere near a 
guarantee, but shippers from the north or 
yard dealers in this market can do that with 
reasonable certainty. This ability to deliver 
the goods largely offsets the difference in 
price in favor of southern lumber and is 
adding a large percentage to the trade in 
northern pine, both white and Norway. In 


1 the country wide trade, which demands lum- 


ber for factory, railroad, car shop, and gen- 
eral contract purposes, the mills and dealers 
that have ample supplies are booking large 
and numerous orders, and they declare that 
business is about all they can handle. 


SOUTH AFRICAN STOCKS DROP. 


Issues Have Slumped 40 and 50 Per 
Cent and It Is Questioned Wheth- | 


ey They Have Any Value.

LONDON, Oct. 11.—Alarming news from 
the far east at the close of last week came 
as a final depressing influence upon the mar- 
kets. The steel trust situation, the troubles 
in south African markets, and now the possi- 

‘bility of a clash between Russia and Japan 
have more than counterbalanced such ten- 
dencies for improvement as have made them- 
selves -evident. 

There is reason to suspect considerable ex- 
aggeration fn the reports as to the imminence 
of war in the far east, says the Economist, 
but British financiers generally are not deep- 
ly impressed by the arguments that Morgan 
advances, it is said. 


Americans suffered from the reduction in 
the quarterly dividend on the common shares 
of the Untted States steel trust, which, how- 
ever, is regarded here in the nature of a 
compromise and the best policy under the 
circumstances. The center of depression 
during the week shifted from consols ‘to 
south Africans, and undoubted trouble in 
this latter department is reported all around. 
Now that south Africans have fallen 40 and 
50 per cent since peace was declared there is 
a tendency to question if they have any value 
at all, and loans which have been running 
for eighteen months are: being called in, 
though it would seem after such.a fall the 
securities must be better than they were 


originally. 


One authority says: ‘‘ We have not yet 
reached the stage where shares are being 
thrown on the market for whatever they 
will fetch, but we are dangerously near it 
and the immediate outlook is consequently 
far from bright.” 
Chamberlain's speech at Glasgow created 
a favorable impression in the city and the 
day following the speech stocks were higher 
all round, consols leading in the improve- 
ment and attaining to the level established 
prior to the resignation of the duke of Devon- 
shire. Chamberlain’s business capacity is 
generally spoken of favorably on the stock 
exchange and a majority of the members of 
the house are among the supporters of the 
former secretary for the colonies. Possibly 
one reason for this is an idea that business 
during. the last year has been so bad it can 
hardly become worse and that Chamberlain's 
proposals at any rate may tend to improve 
the home trade. 


It is certain that not for a long time has 
the stock exchange been as dull as it ts today. 
The phrase ** hand to mouth existence "’ does 
not’express the destitution in many markets 
and it is considered likely that unless there 
should come a substantial incréase in the 
volume of business it will become necessary 
to reduce the stock exchange membership 
next March. The stock exchange dividend 
of $20 was the same as a year ago, and the 
yield works at 4% per cent, but the fall in the 
price of this well held security shows the 
fear that exists for the future. 


In regard to the money market it is pre- 
dicted that the Bank of England will next 
week nearly regain control and by the fo]- 
lowing week will prohably be iry full control 
and will be able again to make iis 4 per cent 
effective. By so doing it may avoid later on 
a higher rate than 4 peP cent. Supplies were 
abundant during the week and the loan rate. 
fell sharply, advances for the week being 
obtainable at 2% per cent, while day to day 
loans were quoted at 2 per cent. 


INDUSTRIALS LEAD IN DROP. 


Week’s Developments in Wall Street 
Cause Fresh Losses end Railroad 

Issues Suffer in Sympathy. | 

[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

NEW YORK. Ost. The 
most influential and, indeed, the determin- 
ing factors of last week's stock market were 
the reduction in the dividend of the, United 
States Steel common stock. together with 
the statement the corporation made public 
at the same time, and outbursts of fresh 
liquidation, particularly in industrial stocks. 

The market results have been a further 
lowering of values in which some new low 
records of prices were established. 

The declines tn the railway list were not. 
for the most part, particularly severe; fn 
fact such weakness as was shown in that 
quarter was almost entirely sympathetic 
with the shrinkage in industrials. The local 
commission business has been small in vol- 
ume, and by far the bulk of fresh liquidation 
bas been conducted by houses with extensive 


out of town connections, particularly in west- 


ern cities. 


Notwithstanding the renewal of liquidation 
ir industrial and miscellaneous stocks, a cer- 
tain short interest has been considerably tn- 
creased through the week's dealings, albeit 
there does not appear at the moment to be 
any operators on the bull side with sufficient 
capabilities to attempt to combat the efforts 
of the bearish faction. A marked falling off 
in the business of the local commission 
houses was clearly enough revealed in the 
several retirements from business recently 
announced and the sharp decline In the value 

of’ stock exchange memberships. 
The speculative community in general 
seems settiéd down to a state of profound 
despondency. - According to the prevailing 
tenor of prognostications on the market con- 
ditions now heard, little substantial improve- 
ment is expected until after the result of 
ry year's presidential election becomes 

wn. 


While the reduction in the dividend of 
United States Steel common stock was fol- 
lowed by the establishment of new low mar- 
ket records in quotations of that issue the 
action of the management met with unquall- 
fied approval in the financial community. 
It is plain enough from the statement of 
earnings submitted by the company that the 
integrity, of the dividends heretofore paid 
has not been seriously: menaced, notwith- 
standing such reaction-as has appeared in 
the iron and steel industries. But, on the 
other hand, it le recognized as part of the 
wisdom of the management to accumulate 
as rapidly as possible a large supply of actual 
working capital. Indeed, notwithstanding 
the enormous prosperity of the company 
since the inception of the organization there 
have been many who contended that divi- 
dends on the cgmmon stock should not have 
been begun for at least two years after the 


amalgamation of the constituent properties. 


So far as can be ascertained the present 
curtailment, of the revenues of the steel cor- 
poration has resulted in the most part from 
the serious interruption in the‘building indus- 
try, due to conditions which have prevailed

SLUMP IN HOGS HITS FARMERS. 


Nebraska Porkers Drop in Value Three 
Million Dollars in a Week and the | 
Packers Are Denounced. 


Lincoln, Neb., Oct. 11.—[Special.]—By rea- 
son of the slump in the price of hogs in the 
last week, Nebraska's farmers stand to lose 
$3,000,000 to $5,000,000. They figure their 
4osses already at $3,000,000, and.if the prices 
continue to recede, as they believe they cer- 
tainly will, $2,000,000 more can be checked to 
the wrong side. According to reliable and 
conservative figures there are 3,000,000 mar- 
ketable hogs in thé state. Farmers have 
been fattening their swine on 30 cent corn, 
and the decline means that:some hogs must 
be sold at an actual loss. The farmers are 
indignant, and charge the packers with caus- 
ing the slump, at the same time keeping up 
the prices of the product. In Lincoln the 
price of pork at. the butcher shops has not 
changed from a week ago. 


BIG PRIZES FOR CORN SHOW. 


Missouri Will Make a Display of State 
Product at the-Coming Ex- 
position. 
St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 11.—[Special.]—Corn 
that has won prizes aggregating $6,700 will 


be one of Missouri's offerings to the universal 


corn display that will be a feature of the 
agricultural exhibit at the exposition. 

There are 114 counties in the state, and the 
Missouri fair commissioners have arranged 
for the holding of a corn show this fall in 
each county. Prizes aggregating $50 are 
offered for the best twenty ears each of white, 
yellow, and mixed corn. 

After the last county show shall have been 
held a state corn show wil! be held in St. 
Louis. Here the prizes will aggregate 
$1,000. There are ten priges, ranging from 
$100 down to $5 for the best 100 ears of white 
and red corn. For the best display of differ- 
ent kinds of corn—white, yellow, red, calico, 
flint, sweet, or pop corn—these prizes, aggre- 
gating $175 are offered. Prizes are also 
offered for the longest ears, the largest ears, 
and for the authentic record of the largest 

In making the records uniformity of size, 
the shape of the ear, size, and purity wil) be 
considered. 

The grower of corn will learn much from 
this exhibit. It is an established fact that 
America is the native home for the great 
maize family, though it has been claimed 
that Asia is its native habitat. From the 
time when the Indian squaw tended a small 
plat to furnish food to the Indian brave, 
when the weather forbade his hunting with 
any degree of success, great strides have 
been made in cultivating and developing the 
cereal that has often been crowned “ king.”’ 
Then the yield was small. Now a South 
Carolina grower has shown that 255 bushels 
can be grown on a single acre. Then it was 
used only for food. Now it is used in dis- 
tilleries, glucose factories, sugar works, cel- 


sulose plants, corn meal milis, and corn paper. 


milis. Corn is one of the American farmers’ 
most important crops and each year it adds 
$1,000,000,000 to their bank accounts.

From almost any standpoint the, wheat 
market is in a considerably stronger posi- 
tion than a week ago. The improvement is 
based almost entirely on the cash situation 
of the grain, winter wheat stocks disappear- 
ing tn all directions and the supply at the 
different points of e@ccumulation becoming 
dangerously small.. This growing deficiency 
is naturally noticed more at the milling 
points than in the strictly speculative mar- 
kets, but it is an admitted fact that in more 
than the usual degree the strength in the cash 
situation is affecting the futures. In none 
of the larger cash markets are supplies equal 
to current requirements, and wheat is show- 
ing no disposition to come out from first 
hands. Receipts in all primary markets for 
the week were only 6,710,000 bu, as against 
7,262,000 bu the previdus week, while ship- 
ments were 4,859,000 bu. .It is the latter 
wheat which is going into consumption. One 
of the new conditions in the cash market is 
that wheat is being bought at this point for 
shipment to such remote places as Virginia 
and the Carolinas. In fact, all the markets 
using winter wheat are crying for supplies 
and the supplying of these requirements is 
rapidly becoming a difficult proposition. 

Closing prices on the speculative futures 
on Saturday were 1@2c higher than a week 
ago, with the cash prices even more ad- 
vanced. There was an admittedly poor for- 
eign demand during the early part of the 
week because of offerings of Russian and 
other wheats in English and continenta] mar- 
kets at prices which could not be met by 
American holders. It looks now as if the for- 
eign situation was destined to show more 
strength than of late, and should it do so 
there can be but one tendency to prices, and 
this an upwardone. Even without help from 
abroad it is more than likely the domestic 
situation is sufficiently strong to hold the 
price. In the local pit it is noticeable that 
shorts are industriously getting out of the 
December and are quite as eager to take on 
the deferred deliveries. — 


Coarse Grain Assuming Strength. 

While corn prices are slightly higher than 
those of a week ago the speculative interest 
in the market has been lessened by the ideal 
weather conditions prevailing for many days 
past. The conviction is growing that if corn 
was damaged by earlier frosts, the excellent 
weather which has prevailed throughout the 
belt for the last few weeks has gone a long 
ways toward maturing the crop. The Brad- 
street annual repart makes the yield 2,250,- 
000,000 bu and claims the quality is superior 
to last year. The moderate decline shown in 
the government report on Saturday was ex- 
pected. The feature of the market is enor- 
mous corn shipments as compared with the 
remarkably light receipts. The export in- 
quiry is keeping up and vastly exceeds last 
year’s movement. Primary receipts for the 
week were 3,066,000 bu, as against shipments 
of 4,860,000 bu. ' 

. Entire Country Wants Oats. 


Oats are showing materially higher prices 
than last week, both deliveries closing Sat- 
urday at prices 2@2\4c better than were cur- 
rent a week ago. The entire western and 
southwestern country is calling for cash oats 
and local stocks are becoming dangerously 
small. The heaviest holders in the market 
show no disposition whatever to take profits. 
Where formerly the shipping demand came 
from New England, it is now from sections 
on which the Chicago market has heretofore 
depended for its supplies. 


Provisions Work Lower. 

The week was a fairly eventful one in the 
provision trade. The course of prices wag 
the reverse Of that in grain, as the start wad 
at high and the finish was at low es. 
The greatest declines were in October lard 
and ribs. Both came down: from the un- 
natural level to which they had been hoisted 
in the course of manipulation by wealthy 
local packers. In the case of lard this 
manipulation had run over a period of sev- 
eral months and reached its culminating 
point with the close of September. The at- 
tempt to hold October at the September level 
in order to aid in the sale of the tremendous 
quantity of cash lard attracted here by the 
high prices was becoming an expensive 
proposition and it was abandoned. The 
liquidation attending the decline was on a 
rather important scale, and prices of the 
more distant deliveries were depressed as 
well. The important decline in the price of 
hogs, following on the general acceptance of 
the belief that the corn crop was safe, was 
also an influential factor in bringing about 
the decline in provisions. The decline in hog 
prices is being counted on by the trade to re- 
sult in checking the marketing of hogs this 
week. Unless !t does this there will he 
serious disappointment in the cash trade, as 
there are large stocks here to be marketed 
and the winter packing season is near at 
hand. The cash trade is already discouraged 
because of the poor demand for cash meats 
fyom the south throughout the season. That 
section is reported to have the largest crop 
of corn and hogs in its history.

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


Conditions Favor a Serious Slump in Fat 
Cattle Trade—Hogs Steady 
to Higher. 


The usual Saturday contingent of live stock 
arrived at the yards and wag not of sufficient 
volume to create any reliable changes in 
market conditions. The estimates were 500 
cattle, 6,000 hogs, and 3,000 sheep. The cat- 
tle market was merely nominal. Hogs were 
steady to 10c Righer and sheep were steady. 
General conditions in the trade are not such 
as to encourage a liberal movement of either 
cattle or hogs. Yet it ie thought that as far 
as cattle are concerned the country is in 
selling humor and will insist on sending Iib- 
eral supplies. There are from 5,000 to 6,000 
beef cattle held in the hands of sellers, many 
of which have been here for several days 
without being able to get bids. Of thie hold- 
over stock there is a big proportion of fat, 
heavy steers that are good enough for the 
Christmas blocks, and should the country 
send in a liberal percentage of this class of 
cattle for the first of next week it wil! gen- 
erate a more panicky condition than has 
been seen in the fat cattle trade in seven 
years. All advices to the country are to 
hold back cattle, but It remains to be seen 
whether cattle owners are in humor to act 
on these advices. 

In the hog trade it is not likely that coun- 
try shippers will be able to buy hogs for a 
few days on a basis of the present Chicago 
market, and extremely light receipte are 
probable, but there is nothing in the market 
situation suggesting much recovery or ad- 
vance from present prices.

BONDSMAN “ANDY” CRAIG A 
“POWER EVIL. 


First Ward Politician Wields So Much 
Influence in the Police Courts That 
Assistant State’s Attorney Healy 
Dismisses a Jury and Tells the Mem- 
bers to Draw Their Pay from: the 
“Man Whe Coached Them ”"—Petty 
Thieves Useful at the Primartes, 


An investigation of the charges made on 
Saturday in the Harrison street police court 
by Assistant State's Attorney Thomas J. 
Healy has thrown much light on the opere- 
tions of “ Andy Craig, ward politician and 
professional bondsman. 

Mr. Healy orcered the dismissai of a jury, 
and told the members to seek their pay from 
the persons who had been coaching them.”’ 

Craig is a power in the Harrison street po- 
lice station, where his political “ pull" is 
said to secure for him privileges denied all 
others.. -When Craig interferes, Assistant 
State’s Attorney Healy says, it is almost.im- 
possible to secure thé conviction of pickpock- 
ets and other petty criminals... 

Jury Drawn from Saloons. 

‘The jury which wag summarily dismissed 
by Mr. Healy on Saturday had been gathered 
to try the case of William Quan, who was 
charged with attempting to pick the pocket 
of a stranger in the Polk street depot and with 
assault and disorderly conduct. Quan’s at- 
torney called for a jury, and Bailiff John 
Griffin was sent out from Justice Caverly’s 
court to bring in men. 

' As they entered the police station several 
of the men were taken to one side,’ where 
Quan’s attorney tis sajd to have held an earn- 
est conversation with them. Then he de- 
— that he was ready to go on with the 

Assistant State's Attorney Healy was con- 
vinced that it would be impossible to convict 
the prisoner and so he ordered the jury dis- 
missed and the case continued. He also was 
convinced that a number of the jurymen were 
— of Craig. In dismissing the jury he 
said: 

* There is no provision in the law under 
which I or the state can pay you for the time 
you have spent here in waiting to be ex- 
amined. Doubtless many of you left your 
business or your pleasures In nearby saloons 
when you came, here, and you will expect 
some compensation for your time. But since 
there is nothing the state can do for you, I 
would advise you to seek your remuneration 
from the man from whom you received your 
instructions In the corridor before you came 
in.”’ 


Sure of His Charges. | . 

In discussing the matter yesterday Mr. 
Healy said: i 

“I was pretty sure of my jury before I 
made the charges and I knew they could 
not be denied. It was not my first experi- 
ence with a fixed jury in the Harrison street 
station."’ 

Back of the “ pull” of “ Andy” Craig is 
the old story of ward politics. The pick- 
pockets and petty crimirals who make Chi- 
cago and the First ward their home, are 
useful at the primaries and Craig, as go- 
between for the real political powers of the 
ward, is intrusted with the task of keeping 
them “ In line.” 

“The remedy is in the mayor,” said As- 
sistant State's Attorney Healy: ‘“‘ The po- 
lice justices, together with the officials of 
the police courts, should be changed occa- 
sionally, just as the policemen are. This, 
while ft could not entirely stop the evils, 
would check them to a great extent.”’ 


GATHER SPECIMENS IN NORTH. 


Explorers Return from Long Tripin the 
Miles in a Canoe. 3 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 11.—[(Special.}—Alfred 
E. Preble, a senior at Tufts college, has re- 
turned to his studies after a trip of 3,000 miles 


of it in a canoe. His assistants on the trip 
were his brother and Merritt Cary. The 
expedition, which was in the interests 
United States government, was for the’pur- 
pose of gathering specimens of rare birds and 
mammals. 

The party reached Athabasca Landing, in 

the province of Alberta, on May 16, after a 
trip of 100 miles by wagon from Edmonton, 
the northern point on the Canadian Pacific 
railroad. From there the party went down 
Athabasca river in a canoe with guides to 
Lake Athabasca and across that lake to the 
mouth of the Slave river. The course down 
the Slave river to Great Slave lake was almost 
due north for about 200 miles, where the 
party arrived the first of June. 
At this point the party separated, Preble’s 
brother going alone from Great Slave lake 
through Yellow Knife river to Great Bear 
lake, while Preble himself went with Cary 
down the MacKenzie to survey the Nahanni 
mountains and the country about the Mac- 
Kenzie as far north as Fort Wrigley. one of 
the Hudson Bay company posts. By the 
fourth of July the northern point had been 
reached, and a large number of specimens 
had been collected. The data which Preble 
brings back are of great value to biologists. 


Explorers Tell of Work. 

8t. Johns, N. F., Oct. 11.—[{Special. }—The 
second Glazier Labrador expedition has com- 
pleted the investigations of Labrador and the 
members are now at St. Johns, preparatory 
to starting for their homes in the states. 
Col. Glazier said today: “ During the pres 
ent year eighteen camps were made. Four 
bays, six rivers, fifteen islands, and ten 
mountains have been noted and charted. A 
meteorological record has been kept for a 
period of sixty days, and valuable collec- 
tions were made in botany, ethnology, and 
mineralogy.”’ 


BELATED AUTOS REACH BATH. 


Five Delayed Machines in the Endur- 
ance Test Hope to Start from 


Bath, N. Y., Oct. 11.—Five more belated 
autombiles on the endurance run from Wee 
hawken to Pittsburg reached Bath today.

SEES FOUR WEAK POINTS. 
Effort to. Mimic Men’s Methods 


Only Excites Antagonism, 
Says the Minister. 


Christian 

Union as it appears to afi Outsider, was 
the subject of Dr. John Merritte Driver's 
sermon to the People’s church yesterday in 
the Garrick theater. After giving a historic 
review of the crusade and a glowing eulogy 
of the organization's zeal and devotion to 
principles, he pointed out “ four elements of 
weakness.” 


The weak points were ‘‘an apparent effort | 


to mimic the methods of men by the mass- 
ing of members in a powerful organization,” 
‘radical partisanship in. polities,”’ “rigid 
insistence on orthodoxy,” and “ failure to 
discriminate between things more or less 
offensive and -unadvisable and things out- 
right and downright sinful.” 


Mannish Ways Rouse Hostility. 
In discussing these weaknesses Dr. Driver 


* Men are not awed by numbers, especially 
of women. On the other hand, the mannish 
woman and the mannish woman organization 
provoke antagonism and defeat themselves, 
Organization, of course, Is necessary. But 
the less that is said about it, and the less 
show there is made of it, the better. Wom- 
an's victories are never won by force, but 
always by strategy, by indirection, by per- 
suasion. 

‘* Radical partisanship has vastly harmed 
the W. C. T. U. without adding one iota of 
strength to the prohibition party. The truth 
is, every republican and every democrat 
resented this action, and from the day the 
W. C. T. U. became a partisan political or- 
ganization women have been a cipher in 
American politics. They deliberately cut 
themselves off from their one and only field 
of political influence. But for that act the 
Woman's Temple in this city would never 
have been lost. The prohibitionists could 
not save it; republicans and democrats could 
but would not. The W.C.T. U. hadd 
war against them. 


Othodoxy Another Question. 

“The temperance question is not a matter 
of doctrinal dispute. Catholics and Protes- 
tants, Jews and Gentiles, Universalists and 
Caivinists, Unitarians and Trinitarians in- 
dorse every word of that old book, the bible, 
concerning the awful peril and havoc of 
strong drink. Why then start a dispute 
where there is none?

** Understand me, lam not arguing for the 
use of tobacoo. I would rejoice to see every 
tobacco weed uprooted, andevery cigar flung 
into the bottomless pit. But is not the sup- 
pression of the liquor traffic big enough an 
enterprise for you without adding thereto 
the vast and strongly intrenched tobacco 
business, and all the other nuisances and 
abuses of modern civilization?” 


CLUBS AN INJURY TO HOME: 


Dr. R. A. White Says They Break the 
Domestic Unity at Vital 
Points. 


In the course of a sermon on “‘ The Home,"’ 
Dr. R. A. White, preaching yesterday morn- 
Stewart Avenue Universalist church, 
said: 

“The almost nomadic life of perhaps the 
majority of families in a great city robs 
home of a former valuable meaning. We 
seem to be a people on wheels—now living 
on the south side, now on the north, and 
then on the west side. 

“Nor does our modern club life tend to 
maintain but to break the unity of the home, 
and that at vital points. First, club life 
breaks the home life largely at the point of 
its pleasures. Family life ought to be linked 
at eo vitala point. 

‘Club life tends to break the unity of home 
life at deeper points. The woman seeks her 
intellectual interests at her club; the hus- 
band finds his chiefly in the companionship 
of men. Not only are the masculine and 
feminine elements separated where they 
ought to be united, but the home itself is 
broken at a vital point.

They have come to stay, for a time, at 
least. But let there be reasonable restric- 
tions. Save the home and you save the na- 


tion.”’
